-{'he visitors’ list of the Police Court waa 
enriched this morning by the addition of 
the name of Court Charles Punow, in ro- 
gard to whom it is explained that ho is of 
Rusais, that he ia 28 years of ago, and that

tion that he is charged with obtaining $250 
on fale pretences, and that tho com 
ploinant 19 Mr J. F. Webber.

gomo Measure of success clsowhere. C. C, 
Popow, gentleman, arrived in this colony 
by the Freuch Mail stoamer Melbeurne 
curly this month, The Cosshie Loo story 
duly appoared shortly afterwards in n local 
paper inwhich the loss of the vossel was 
deacrived as a very sud occurrence of 
which particulars had just Leen reovived, 
Phe sad oceyrrence was described as 
follows 1—-' Phe steam yacht — Caushie 
Doo, 1v8 tons, of the Royxl Thames 
Yacht Club, was steaming rowud this place 
(Pola Obi) on the L3th December last. 
She had aboard the owner, captain, mate, 
chief engineer and a crew of eight, as well 
ng two ladiea, and of this number tho 
ladies, captain, chief engineer, mate and 
three of the crew were on the forward 
wa urtight compartment at the time. With- 
fut any warning, the yucht struck, ata 
little after midnight, on a reck not marked 
onthe Admiralty chart, and the whole of 
thoss on the fore compartment met with a 
sudden death Tho owner of the 
Cooshie Doo is ab present in Hongkouy,’ 
Thig harrowing tale was imparted to a 
joarnalict whose sudden departure from 
the Culony rocently was considerably d 
plored, DPopow inereased the probsbilities 
of the story by retaining a solicitor here in 
a civil suit againet Linyd’a Losyrance Coin 
pany for $22,00, being the alleged value 
of the Cooshie Doo, From tho statement 
made by Mr Webber before tho Maytatrate 
to-day, it will bo svon that the owner of the 
Cooshiz Duo apoke like aman of consider 
ablamuvans, » position with which hisdesire to 
borrow potty eums of tony seemed hardly 
consistent, Popow, su fur as his personal 
appearauce goes, is by no invane anenited 00 
thie character, however, and he goums to havo 
succeeded fuirly; well iv’ getting credit frow 
several of the leading firms in the Colony, 
who aru now naturally @ good deal con- 
corned about their customer, For the first 
fow days after his arrival ho lived in Gage 
Street, aud ufterwards took up his quarters 
in tho Victoria Hotel. He resided there 
till Inat night, and now, ‘owing tu circum- 
stances over which he has wo control,’ be 
bos transferred his patrouage to Victoria 
Gaol. fle sues te have been avnoyed 
ut the fuct that the Police were keep- 
ing an eyo on him over since he came 
here, and is stated to have sarcastically 
remarked that he. would porhaps lot them 
Know who he was. It way be hoped that 
he will now kindly explain, Mr Webber 
states that he had his suspicions aroused 
with regard to Popow last night, and he 
‘certainly acted on them with promptituds. 
He loft the Burne’ Anniversary dinnor 
about half-past eleven ond went to louk 
for his.clivnt, Ho soon’found bith and 
invited him to take a walk. Popow 
agreed, and before ha knew where he 
was ha waked into. the Police Station 
and found himself a prisoner.

Popow, gentleman, wns 
bronght before Mr- Pollock ‘inthe Police 
Court this morning, Mr Webber: wont into 
the witness-box and: told the following in- 
teresting little story I am a suhteitor 
practising in this Colony. Abont the 12h 
of this month the defendant came to my 
uffice und retained mo in a civil action 
againat Lloyds Insuranco Company for 
$22,100, being the value of a yacht named 
the Cooshie Doo, of which he was the owner 
‘and which he alleged to have been lost off 
the coast of Cambodia, near Siam. Defen- 
dant further asid that tie had left in the 
chanda of ‘Mr Tremlett, consul at Saigon, 
a sym of £6,000 or £7,000, and’ chnt 
it would arrive by the . next French 
Mail. Défendant also said that his crew 
would arrive by tho same mail, and thnt 
several of the crew had been lost in the 
vessel (tlie Cooshie Duo}, together with hia 
aistor and ber maid... Defendant: further 
gaid he had beon to the bank—he didn't 
say which. bank—and ‘that they would 
honour: his drafts. I-took him to.mem 
that when ‘the money came: from. Saigon 
the bank would honour the draft. On the 
18th inet. the defendant sent me a-letter, in 
which ha stated that he wanted about $250 
in order to uiake arrangements for his crew, 
and saked ute to advance. the maney,- I 
advanced him.$100.un the defendants ro: 
presentation that his crew were coming and 
that the ship's -papers had - been saved.

I did 
not aca the telegram, Defendant snid he 
had received it from Mr Tremlett, consul 
at Saigon, I esked. defendant for tha 
telegram and he pressed mo very hard and 
Ladvanced a further sum of $150 apon the 
the I, 0.0. produced. I advanced this upon 
his ropresentation that the policy of iueur- 
ance had baen saved, that £6,000 had also 
been saved and was in the hands of tho 
Consul at Saigon, and that the crew were 
bringing .£6,000° to Hongkong. Ho had 
represonted 69 ma thatthe avew wore bring- 
ing £6,0°0 to Hongkong and that was at the 
aamo time that he mado tho representation 
about the telegram. Iaaid, ‘It's curious that 
the crow should bring auch a large sum when 
it could be transmitted through the bank.’ 
Dofondaut ‘anawored, * That is: porfuotiy 
corract, because thore was £7,00) sterling 
in the foro compartinents of tho ship which 
wera occupied by my sister and bur maid, 
and also seine valuable plate.”” Defondaut 
anid also that he intended to write 
again to Saigon’ On tho 24th he wrote 
mo the following letter :—' No. 5 Gage 
Street, 24/1/89, 2.15 a.m. Dear Webbor 
—Just roceived tele:ram worded ‘“ Crew 
leaves ; £3,000 saved) All wol Bank 
Petersburg. Insurance — eaved.”"— Just 
let me know whother you think this a 
clearly worded telegram.—Yours. C, Po- 
pow.” I did not acswer that letter, My 
suspicions woro aroused then beoruse 
several steamers had arrived from Saigon 
and the erow never came. “About 11,30 
Jast nicht T was at the Scotch dinner, and 
from information recvived I caused defend- 
ant to ho arrested and charged him with 
this offence. I advanced the first $10) on 
the falso represontution of the defendant 
that he had been ahipwreeked in o yacht 
and lost everything, and that ho required 
money to telegraph to Saigon, std 1 ad- 
vanced tho $130 also on the representation 
that his crow, or those. of his crow who 
wero saved, had Joft Saigon for Hongkong 
bringing tho policy of insurance on tho 
yacht, the docuinenta and $6,000 worth of 
treasure belonging to the defendant which 
had been saved, and also on tho re- 
presentation that dofendant had loft 
£2,000 in the hands of Me Tromlott 
to pay expenses, and that the crew waa 
bringing the balance after paying expenses, 
in addition to the £6,000, to Hongkong. 
Questioned by C. 0. Popow, Gentleman, 
Mr Webber said—Whon yon camy to the 
offices E was in Aotoy, and the retainer was 
I think, necupt:d by Mr Redyk, who 
during ay ubsence waa acting for me. Be- 
fore 1 advanced you the $100 you. said—' I 
haveulways beon ableto command « hundred 
pounds before, and now I mn destitute,’ I 
xdvanced the $100 on the representation 
that you had lust a yacht and that you were 
destitute and wanted to telegraph to Saigon. 
In reply to the Court, Mr Webber said the 
defendant wrote the 1. 0. U voluntarily. 
—The first letter referred to by sir Webber 
in his evidence is as follows— Victoria 
Hotel, Hongkong, 18/1/89. Dear Webber— 
Urew willarrive in local steamer to-night 
or to-morruw morning. Shalisee you then. 
Yours truly, 0. Poroy, Unwell. PS. (in 
pencil) Docarments are saved.’ 

His Worship remanded.the case till next 
Saturday, and fixed bail in two sureties of 
$500 each, 

POPOW’S LUUGAGE. 


Later in the duy Mr Webber made 
an application to tio Magistrate for 
recovery of the kuy of Popow's roum at the 
Victoria Hotel, which was. thon in the 
possession of the Police. Mr Webber ssid 
he did not sce that there was any necessity 
for keeping the key of the room and thus 
excluding tho hotel pevple from the place. 
There wasan iron bix inside belonging to 
the defendant, which was locked, and it waa 
surely nut neccesary to keop the toum locked 
also, Besides, the key of the room did not 
belong to Popow, but to the hutel.—Bis 
Worship said be did not see any ase for 
keeping thu key vither, but ho was pawer- 
Jess in the mutter.— Mr Webber said he 
believed as a fact that Popow had no lug- 
gage at all at the tutel. It was in.another 
part of the colony. Ultimately Inspector 
Perry handed over the Key to the pro- 
priotor of the hotel. 3

MILITARY MANGUVRES IN THE 
HILL DISTRIC!, 

A SHAN ATTACK ON MOUNT KELLET. 

The Arzylland Sutherland Highlanders 
who buve hed no occasion to complain of 
want of exercigo sinco they arrived in the 
Culony—-were engaged yesterday afternoon 
in w sham attack on Mount Kellet. Ai 
thuugh by an alarming flight uf the jma- 


gination the affair has been culled a ‘battle,’ 
wo can asstre our readers that it was 
nothing more thane short, sharp spell of 
difficult hill-climbing. Precisely the same 
cxereisa was gone through by the North- 
amptonshire battalion last year, und the 
only difference im the results svema to be 
that the: Highlanders. did it in forty 
ininutes leis time than the gallant.‘ Steel- 
backs’ took, which fast may be reasonably 
accounted for by the superiority of the kilt 
over the ordinary gurb of civilisation, when 
the Sues comes to'ba one of scrambling 
apalmest precipitous bills. 

The sham ottack, which was one of a 30- 
riea intended to teat aschemo of defence 
for the Oulony, showed anmistakably the 
difficult: of .disiodging even a small 
force from such a point of vantage as Mount 
Kollet. The action was supposed to be-an 
attempt onthe part of an invading foros to 
seoure the principal heights for'the purpose 
of shelling the city. A deferiding force, 
cnnaiating of 160 men of the Northampton. 
shire “Regiment, uider the command of 
Capt Collinson, andtwo guna in charge of' 
Liout, +nderson B.A.; occupied tredoubts 
on Mount Kellet. and Mount Gough,’ ‘The’ 


attacking force consisted of six companies ‘ 


of the Argyll and Sutherland Highianders, 


ii etch a position ns would put an 
nearly as possiblo on equal terms with 
tho dofonders, and to do this without ux- 
posing iteelf tan mucli to the fira af the 
body in possession. of the heights, : ‘The 
invaders succeeded in making their way 
fully half Way -up the Dill without being 
g0e 

being scraened by the bold ridge over- 
Jacking the -villago of Aherdcen.. On a. 
spur ofthis ridge- Captain Collinson liad 
placed hie two gons for the purposo of 
diving the attuckers awarm reception whon 
thoy showed thomsclves over the edgo of 
tho hill: Shortly before four o'clock, ufter 
na good deal of stiff climbing; the atouts of 
tho attacking force began ‘to show them- 
solves over the shoulder of the hii, Their 
mimbers quickly incroased aud tha dark 
uniform of the Gan Lascara told that thoy 
had. got their artillery _ ap to. that 
point, although it was quite impossible tuat 
they oduld utilise it there, - Tho defenders’ 
guna’ onthe spur, however, were equally 
ineffective, for some of the onomy’s infantry 
had crept round the slippery sides of tho 
ridge and oponed fire on the gunners. The 
gunnors being unsupported by infantry 
and at the mercy of the enemy's sharp. 
shooters, the ordur was given-to rotire the 
guns which wero soartly takes up the hill 
te x eammanting position on Mount 
Kellet. Tho onamy’s scouts then advanced 
and took possersion of the honse on the 
spur. Meanwhile tho main body of the 
invaders began: to swarm overtho ridgo, 
making their way along its narrow hack to- 
wards the ruad. Here thoy expoaod them- 
selves to a telling fire from Lhe defendera, 
Taking advantase as quivily ua they could 
of tha shelter sfarded by the high, steep 
bank ahevo the road, half of ‘the enemy's 


from this well-proiccted pusition opened 
akeavy fire an the defonding force, whose 
position on the hillwasa good deal expoaed. 
Tho other half of tho enemy's force went 
round by the opposite side.of tho hill, 
their abject being to rush tho redoubt whilo 
tho defenders were enyaged with the loft 
wing. The portion of the hill which yot 
remained to be ascended is exevedingly 
ateep, and affords little ur no cover, and 
owing- to these advantages the defenders 
were abla to keep tho onemy in cheek. 
The part of the enemy's foree occupying 
tho road continued for same time fring 
volleys. So l-ugas they kopt under sheltor 
of the high bank on the road ride they were 
well screened from tho’ defendnrs’ fire, but 
when they attempted afterwards to muko 
their way up the pathway Jeading: up the 
hill, which branches off tho main road, they 
wero entirely enfiladed by the defonders’ 
fire. The Umpires held that tho attack at 
this point was effectudy caccked and tho 
order to cease lire-was given. General 
Cameron, who witnessed the attack from 
beginning, to ond, afterwards addressed 2° 
fuw observations to the officers, and the 
troops then marched back to barracks,

MR STANLEY'S SAFETY, 


ACCOUNT OF HI JOURNEY, 

Berlin, Sunday Night.—The news.of Mr 
Stanloy’s safety has bocu welcomed all over 
Germany. Most papers to-day publish 
leaders iu henyur of the intrepid explorer, 
“German geographers, pride themselves not 
a little on tho fuct that they: were, among 
the first to doubt the tidings af hia death, 
ag they were among the first’ to recognisa 
Mr Stanley’s merits in finding Livingatone. 

Lieutenant Wissmann’s expedition ia by 
most people now regarded as more necor- 
sary than ever, Evary one looks forward 
with keen interest to the next trustworthy 
news from the explorera, 

Zanzibar, Dec, 22.—A despatch hee 
reached here from one of the special mes- 
songers sent two mouths ago into tho in- 
terior, in the hopa of meeting with and 
obt-ining news of Mr Stanley or Emin 
Pacha from one of the caravans coning to 
the coust from the region of tho Great 
Lakes. ‘ 

The messenger annouuces that at Kima- 
na, a place ou. the dircet route from the iv- 
terior to the cast, he foll in with some 
traders habitually frequenting the districts 
Weagaf tho Albert Nyauza. The traders, 
who were Arabs‘and camo from Wadelai, 
had left Mahagt onthe North-West shore 
of cho Albert Nyanra at the end of last 
Aprils ‘They positively afBrined that Vio 
meeting of hae Stanley with Emin Pacha 
tovk place at Wadelui about the 20th of 
danairy.

CHINESE CHARACTERISTIOS. 
INABILITY OT CONSERVE TANGIBLE 


MBMORIALY TO THE PAST. 
There is no nation existing on the plane 


“which has a greator regard for antiquity, 
and with more renaon, than tha Chinese. 
But thoro ia no country in which it is pos- 
sible to find ao fow material rolics of tho 
distant past, asin China, We have already 
spoken of the Chinose hunger for fame, os 
wall as of the ‘disregard of foundations.’ 
We havo now to notice the rolation which 
thess two ‘characteristics bear to one an- 
other, and their connection with the in- 
Chinose ara 
vory dosirous of transmitting to those who

ont by far arethe portals which are erected to 


the great scholirs, famous officers, virtuous 
widows and maidens who may ba so hon- 
oured as tu have the right to them confer- 
tod by imperial favour. When these gtruc- 
juros are made of well-cut stone, aro of the 


thoy ara the finest representation of Chinese 
architecture to be met with in the Empire. 
A woalthy citizon of Paris; London or New 
York, who.wished to confor upon theao cities 
a gift which should convoy an accurate and 
attractive view of what tho Chinose can 
achicve in ornamentation, could not do bet- 
ter than to order one of these P'si-fange, and 
have it set up in a ‘public park, where it 
would be admired for many generations. 
The Chinese Invish great sams on these 
_| structures, which aro to be seen in 
immense numbers just in proportion to 
the proximity of a supply of stones. 
T€ stones are not to be had, the 
portals are made of wood, as in Poking, 
and very much less than ono goneration is 
roquired to reduce them to a condition of 
rain. Like all other Chineae erections, 
thoy givo way at the bottom, tho tall 
posts bogin to lean in different diree- 
tions, tho lacquer scales off as if thoy had 
the loprosy in an exaggerated form, and 
large sections cf the complicated ornamental 
woodwork wt the top aro scon t» be on the 
point of falling. Tho same thing occura in 
tho case of the stone portals, hut on a more 
impressive scale. Although built of ma- 


t, 


and althongh put up at great oxponan, it ia 
rare to find epecimens which are thirty years 
old and yet in good repair, Thu foundations 
aink, the strony iron clamps givo way, the 
heavy transverse blocks of ston are wrench- 
ad from their mortises, and crack. Evory 
projection appeara to be starting from its 
socket, aud however intorvsted the traveller 
may bo to ascertain the ago of tho work, or to 
atudy the curivus carving which it displays, 
his first and instinctive anxiety is toget ous 
from under it, before it falls. It is impossi- 
ble to refrain from speculating as to the 
length of tine are the crazy framework will 
come down, and whothor the lay of chances 
will admit of its fall without killing any one. 
Tf comparative brevity of existence is trac of 
such massive structures as the portals, it is 
much more the cassis regards stone tablets, 
which constitute the ordinary vehicle for the 
conveyance of famo to posterity. If orecied 
una large scale, they stand on the back of 
a gigantic tortaisa, emblem of longevity, 
and appear at first ndaptad to execute the 
commission with which they are charged, ta 
perpetuates famo for‘an hundred gene! 

tions,’ if not for ‘ ten thousand antiqnities. 
But the saine vicious mode of coustruction, 
or rather destruction, rules the tablet, the 
portal and the temple. The fourdation 
is inudequate, and sooner or later they ‘all 
yo dnwn Tho tortoise is decapitated by 
the attrition of agaa, and baried up to the 
atump of his neck in the guil, while the 
precivug famo-bearing tablet lies prove on 
the varth, or shattered iato many pieces, 
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most advautagcons siza and well situated, 


toriala which ought to onduro for centurios, | 


the fame boing thus administered in whnt 
the physicians call-‘ divided dosea.’ Or if 
tho tablet as a whole holde togethor, it may 
form the seat at a way-sido restnurant, a 
door-siep,: or even the pnyement to a 
bridge. in any caso tho inscription has 
been cut so shallow that it is almost or quite 
iegible. The traveller may ponetrate half 
of the provincesin China, may examine over 
vonerable tablet which he sees, and yet not 
find one which dates aa far back-as the 
Mongol dynasty (500 years ago), except in 
somo ' Forest of Tablets’ in a largo city, 
under special caro. 

We began by remarking that no nation 
hag a greator regard for antiquity than the 
Chinese, but contrast this wretched poverty 
of memorials of the past, with the over- 
flowing wealth of the cities of the ancient 
empires, now extinct, at the other end of 
Asiatic continont, Babylon, Nineveh and 
Baalbek. Inatead of lofty columns of por- 
phyry, the Paips.of an ancient Chinese aity 
consist of an unlimited supply of bits of 
tiles and brickbats. Tho only way to iden- 
tify the site of such an ancient city, as for 
example the Khanbalik of Kublai Khan 
near Peking, is to trace the mounds of 
earth, which givo the mero cutline of what 
was onco ono of tho world’s grent capitals. 
Khanbalik was a comparatively modern 
city. What was the situation of the ancient 
capitals of the Yin, the T‘ang and the Sung 
dynasties as compared with tho cities now 
to be found in tha neighbourhood, the 
traveller finds it very hard to ascortain, for 
in Ohinu there is reost literally ne continu- 
ing city. That the Chinese wish to kcop in 
remembrance the .situation of ancient 
places, is ovident from the fact that in the 
historic parls of tho ernpiro, it is common 
to find inscrip:ions over city gates, certify- 
ing that this was the ‘anctont’ such and 
such o chon. Ip some instaneas this tradi- 
tion is kept alive simply by the pasting of a 
strip «f red papor over tho gato of a small 
market town, with characters conveying the 
annvuucement, although it is impossible to 
find a single person who can give the exact 
location of the ancient city. 

The preservation of that historical know- 
ledge of the past, for which the Chinese 
have 60 great a respect, while it cannot ba 
entrusted to temples, portals, or tablets for 
the reasons which we have already given, 
might be expectad in the form of carefully 
prepared maps showing the old, the inter- 
mediate, and the new designations of placos 
which for two or three millenniums have 
been historic. Works of thia sort certainly 
do exist. One of them rejoices in the 
formidable title of Li Tai Yi Ti Yen Ko 
Hsien Yoo T'u, or Map of the Imperial 
territory under successive Dyvastica 
with their changes. This. ‘appears to be 
wishes to revive the mighty past, and ho 
exactly what is wanted by tha student who 
aita down to an examination of the sixty or 
seventy maps, witha coufidunce that now 
at last the darkness of the bygone ages is to 
roll away, aud light ia to break forth in its 
place. 
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maps furnish fresh illustrations of this char- 
acteristic, whatever they may 
line of anciont geography. “ 
with tha purposs_of oxhibiting both the ; 
aneiont ane the modern names at the.samo 
time; the former in block ink and tho 
latter in red, . As the scale of the maps is | 
not 8 large one, one result of this plan is to , 
crowd out altogetlier a great many anciant 
names which ought to be noted, .cnd.as 
Chineso characters take up considsrable 
room, another incidental result is to lead to 
the printing of the black characters imme- 
diately over the rod, to the vbliteration of 
tho latter. Not only ao, but oxtensive 
niotea and explanations instead of being put 
at edges of the maps, whore there is always 
about .one-third- of. the apace vacant, aro 
printed wherever it suited the fancy or 
convenience. of tha blook-cutter, ontirely 
cévering up hundreds of square miles of 
torritory, ond in soveral cases literally 
stamping -out. of. existence such important 
citios as Si Ngan Fu, and Peking, with all 
tho country adjoining. Those infelicitics, 
however, arotrifing compared with another, 
which defeats the very object for which a 
map is made, to wit, to exhibit the relative 
situation of places un the earth’a surface. 
For examplo, under the map of the Con- 
tending Kingdoas, it is impossible to deter- 
mine either how many kingdoms are ro- 
presented, or what wero their boundaries. 
Lat us suppose, for example, that. wo 
wish to ascertain the situation of the atate 
called Yon, the. ‘Kingdom of Swallows,’ 
and of its capital; the Khanbalik of Kublai, 
the modern Poking, (Not far. from the 
ancient Yen, Wwas the ancient Yu Chou, tho 
modern Tungchow, which is about twelve 
miles east of the capital. Now by a 
minute juspection of some forty-five of 
these maps, We discover that in eighteen of 
thom neither of the cities Yen and Yu ie 
marked at all. In eight of the remaining 
maps Yon is noted, but not Yu, in others 
Yu but not Yen, and in only nine are both 
to be found. Judging then from these 
phenomena only, one would suppose these 
ancient cities to hava been like a modern 
revolving lighthouso, visible only at in- 
tervals, and at intervals of great irre. 
gnlarity. But this is not all. Sometimes 
Yen is called Yen Kuo (the Stato of Yen), 
and sometimes it appears tobe merely tho 
city. In the map representing tho ‘Seven 
Kingdoms,’ Yen has gone east about one 
geographical degree, and ia perched on tha 
Groat Wall,-whilo some centuries later it 
went as much tothe north-west, though atill 
adhering to the Great Wall, and is called 
‘Eastern Yen,’ fully justifying by its rapid 


flight its name of the ‘Swallow Capital.’ ; 


But if Yen was peripatetic, Yu Chow was 
not less so, and in the ten times in which 
it emerges, it contrives to make a complete 
circuit of the modern Peking, appearing 
now on the onst, then south, south-west, 
north-west, and north, its movement boar- 
ing some resemblance. to the revolution of 
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Xt is, wo repeat, a alngularly suggestive 
clroumstance, that a‘people ao exceptionally 
conservativeoftho past ss tho Ohinose, should 
havo 60 fow ouduring monuments or public 
works, All thst can be aaid to come under 


thia head ara tha Great Wall, the Grand. 


Canal, tho walls of cities, and. river embank- 
ments. The Great Wall is doubtless a won- 
derful monument of haman onergy, and it 
has been remurkod that it is the only artifi- 
cial structurs which would arrest attention 


in a hesty survey of the surface of tlie globe. | 


But the Great Wall bas béen’subject to cdn- 
atant renewals, so. that it ia impossible ‘to 
determine ‘the real age of any particular 
Part, and throughout a large portion of its 
course it is reduced to a mere heap of rab- 
blo, The same questions of identity of 
atrusturs which ocour in rogard t tho 
Great Wall, are constantly suggested by the 
many hundrad city walls all over the empire. 
Fow of them can be* proved: to be of any 
great aga, all of them arogubject to constant 
renewal of the oxternal facings, and many 
of them havo boen moved bodily from one 
place toanother at irregular intorvals. 

Tho Grand Canal is'a work which implies 
a high degree of civilisation in the Mongol 
dynasty which: ruled. when it was dug, at 
a time when no canals of importance 
existed in Europ. But it has long since 
been allowed to go to rain, s ruin hastened 
by the groat T'ai-p‘ing rebollion, and by 
the disasters caused by the alteration in 
the course of the Yellow River more than 
thirty years ago. It is still frequently 
described as capable of ‘accommodating 
ships of the largest burden,’ and as ‘lined 
with granite throughout o great part of ita 
course,’ but the traveller who views the 
northern terminus of the ‘ Grand Canal’ at 
Tioatain, is disappointed to find thot tho 
narrow stream which passes under that 
name, is not a canal and is not grand. 
Should he pursue his travela for three 
hundred miles further to the city of Lin- 
ch'ing-chou in Shantung, he would find the 
troe ‘Grand Canal'a mere mud ditch, a 
rod or two in width, with barely sufliciont 
water to float a mudacow ! River embank- 
ments of considerable antiquity exist. in 
China in great numbers, and of greatlength. 
The utter negleot in which they are ordi- 
narily leit, is alternated in the rainy season 
with most frantic efforts to keep them in 
‘repair. The usofulness of these worka isa 
{matter as to which thero is difference of 
opinion, but there can bo little diasent from 
the proposition that it is remarkable that 
the Great Wall, (he Grand Canal, city watls 
and river embankments, should constitute 
‘the only cryastatlisod and accumulated 
labours of the Chinese people, through all 
the ages of their residenco in China,’—
